Dear Clayton, 

I'm sorry my hasty letter left so >,'jpny questions. First a general explanation. 

Almost all of my recent work lias been on the genoral topic of the subject 
and title of a lengthy manuscript that# grew like 'i'opsy, Inside the JFK 
Assassination Industry/'.

I've tlion been sending the copy with nxxxitSix corrections 
back for the corcdfchons to be made. It is after tliey are made tliat the diSkli 
.are duplicated and I distribute them. 

before i heard from you after writing you (Cave Wrone, wlio has and had read 
the manuscript and lias tliat familiarity with it, offered to retype the epilogue 
I suggested to you. /f/o lias begun that. 

I have a manscript tha"t lias a sorry history and it should be retyped. Someone 
who suid ho is a former newspaper reporter offerud to retypo it and I 3ent it to 
him. As usual, I keep a copy so I can answer questions and in the event sometliing 
happens to the original. When * heard'TgH nothing from tliat* man after a long time 

I wrote him. He told mo he had returned both the printout* and the rough draft 
quit£ some time surlier. I asked him to a3k his post office to . put a tracer on 
it and I've not heard from him. What makes that one seen strange is that he had 
a bound copy of the rough draft that ho 'a made and placed in a binder. % would 
do tba with the rough>{ and not wit^ the retyped copy? Anyway, I can send you 
that and it would be helpful if tiiat were roty'ped. 

Wiiat Mcj(niijht was Baying i3 tliat I have ut least a dozen manuscripts com- 
pleted. Most of them have been retyped. Some, including the one^mentioned above, 
have not been. 

'Jpo only ones I've 'given out chapter by chapter were those done locally. Then 
sometimes * 1 did. i work on the assumption tliat everyone is trustworthy. What 


I've done is what was more convenient when it wa^done. Now it would bo the complete 
.ajnhuflcript because all I've boon working on ar£ completed except ono I'vo just 
begun. I'll liavo to check, wliich is /)fc>t as easy for me as it is for most people, 
but 1 think in all there tire tliree tliot have not been retyped, plus an epilogue 
or two. And i think I'll have another of them soon.Hope to anyway. 

iicitnight was only trying to lot it bo known tliat there wa3 tliat work for any- 
one wanting work. All 1 have will become Hood '3 property so there is tliat some- 
what different situation. Some little is already there. Relatively little, lie 
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ga«?e me your note so JT could reply 

I dcjLot believe tliat a real assassination instigation by jnterrlet /and I 
have not heal’d of anytliing being put on it by anyone who had a real understanding 
of the available information tliat is at all dependable. Wish I could feel otlier- 
wise. 


I do nothing to promote the sale of the books we have because if I have 
them and serious scholars want them I can provide them. I can now provide two 
by xerox only. The remaining supply in not great, there is no chance of any 
reprinting, so t want them to be available if and when needed. They are the 
basic works and alono are the source of tliat information. They also do not 
mislead with baseless theorising. 

I am ifpetty sure I have another copy of the manuscript I'll sond. I want 
to compare the two so 1 can send you the more legible one. I think the ono in 
some file, not the bound one, is word likely to bo clearer. However, there will 
be a short delay. It is nofit ; 6 am, and in about an hour wo will be driven to 
J ohns ^opldlno in Baltimore. IdJL, my wife, has ono consultation, I h..ve two. The 
trip alone usually tires me so the search may be a bit much tomorrow but as 
soon a3 1 am up to it I'll find tliat other copy and send you the one loss 
difficult to make out. 

Hope I've not failed to answer all yuur questions. And thanks for the 
good wishes. 

My purpose has been to try to perfect the 
record for our history to the degree n J.\i 
possible for me. To leave the record for 
the possible use of others in the future.
